Contributors to the Directory are listed alphabetically by organisation name in 


Part A, the Contributor Index. 


There is a Publication Index in Part C which lists all publications mentioned 
in the Directory entries, in alphabetical order of publication name. 


As well, there is a subject index in Part D which brings together all entries on 
a similar topic (e.g. membership of retirement funds, schemes etc). 


The entries themselves are located in Part B, in alphabetical order of 
contributing organisation.

For households with superannuation as 
principal source of income, for each gross 
income quintile: expenditure by broad 
expenditure group (Fuel & Power, Clothing & 
Footwear, Transport, Recreation etc.) and 
selected other payments (income tax, mortgage 
payment-principal, and other capital housing 
costs) and household characteristics (average 
weekly household income, average age of 
reference person, average number of persons 
in the household, proportion of households 
where housing is owned outright etc.) 


Note that superannuation received as a lump 
sum is regarded as maturity of an investment 
rather than income, whereas superannuation 
receipts received regularly and are of a 
recurring nature are regarded as income. 


Other identifying characteristics of households 
can be used when requesiing unpublished 
information, for example, number of retired 
persons in households and number of pension 
beneficiaries in households.
